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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: a tire whose first and second filaments of the carcass are arranged at the level of 
the beads according to the embodiment of either Figure 3 (both looped) or Figure 7 (one looped 
and one free end). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currendy, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, 
including any claims subsequendy added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entided to consideration of claims 
to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious 
variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds 
one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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2. During a telephone conversation with Alan Kopecki on December 7, 2005 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of the species of Figure 3, claims 1-10. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 11- 
15 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 

Priority

Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure.

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ueyoko 
(5,885,387) or, alternatively, Pouilloux (3,815,652). 

See Ueyoko embodiments of Figures 1-6, 9A-9C, 10A-10B, 11A-11B, col. 1 line 60 - col. 7 
line 45 and col. 10 line 22 - col. 13 Table 2: applicant has not defined how much deviation from 
parallel is encompassed by the term "substantially parallel", therefore the claims do not distinguish 
over the Ueyoko tire embodiments. As to claim 9, the claim language does not distinguish over the 
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plurality of bead cords 15 and 16 forming the bead core in the embodiments of Figures 9 A, 10A- 
10B, and 11A-11B (col. 6 lines 37-60 and col. 7 lines 13-41). 

Alternatively, see Pouilloux '652 embodiments of Figures 1-6 and 10, col. 2 line 3 - col. 5 line 
56 and col. 5 line 66 - col. 6 line 20: applicant has not defined how much deviation from parallel is 
encompassed by the term "substantially parallel", therefore the claims do not distinguish over the 
Pouilloux '652 tire embodiments. As to claim 10, the "cooperates" claim language does not 
distinguish over the plurality of bead cords forming the circumferential reinforcement 27 in the 
embodiment of Figures 6 and 10 (col. 5 line 66 -col. 6 line 20). 

9. Claims 1-6, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Ogawa (6,085,817). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

11. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ueyoko (5,885,387) in 
view of Dyer et al. (6,068,721) or, alternatively, Pouilloux (3,815,652) in view of Dyer et al. 
(6,068,721). 

See paragraph 8 above: it is well known that a geodesic carcass cord path has certain 
advantages, as evidenced by Dyer et al. (col. 1 line 5 - col. 2 line 1 1) for example, therefore it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a geodesic carcass cord path in the 
above tire in order to obtain its well known advantages.
